Water  Supplies 

During  the  \ear,  95  samples  of  water  were  taken  I'rom  \  arious  supply  P'.'ints  through¬ 
out  the  district  and.  subm.ittcd  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these,  24  shewed  a 
quality  of  water  below  Class  One. 


(')ne  sample  of  water  submitted  from  the  Private  Supply  U'  South  Loftus  was  Class 
Two  during  the  year.  Monthly  samples  taken  during  the  rest  of  the  r  ear  returned  Class 
One  results  and  therefore,  no  further  action  was  considered  necessarr-  in  this  case,  as  the 
poor  result  was  obr  iously  either  a  \’ery  temporary  contamination  or  due  to  a  sampling  Haw  . 

A  Private  Supply  at  Boulby  is  still  under  in\  estigation  after  having  returned  a  series 
of  poor  samples.  The  pattern  emerging  from  this  sampling  is  that  the  spring  supply  is 
satisfaetory  and  the  fault  lies  in  the  distribution  system.  It  is  hoped  that  some  better  arrange¬ 
ment  of  distribution  may  be  effected  in  the  future. 


There  are  2,789  dwellinghouses,  with  a  population  of  apprc.ximatel\  7,975,  supplied 
from  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses  and  there  are  no  dwellinghouses  supplied 
from  piped  water  mains  by  means  of  stand  pipes. 

P'luoride  is  not  added  to  the\\  aier  supplied  by  the  Tees  k'alleyd;  t  .ie\  eland  \\  aier  Board, 
but  the  natural  Fluoride  content  of  the  water  varies  between  0. !  and  O.'.'  parts  per  million.

The  Tees  \Tlley  and  Cleveland  NX'ater  Board,  the  statutory  water  undertakers  for  the 
main  parts  of  the  Loftus  Urban  District  and  are  responsible  for  the  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination  of  the  raw  water  and  for  other  samples  and  analyses,  including  plumbo  solvency, 
before  the  water  is  passed  to  the  distributing  mains.  Results  of  these  sam4'iles  are  not, 
therefore,  available  for  this  report. 


Food  Poisoning 

During  the  year,  4  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  w  ere  reported  and  46  swabs 
were  obtained  from  these  persons  and  other  members  of  the  family  and  all  returned 
negati^■e  results. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1965 

The  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  throughout  the  district  was  found 
to  be  very  good  during  the  year  and  in  this  connection,  246  visits  were  made  by  \our 
Inspectors.  Infringements  of  the  Regulations,  however,  were  found  in  45  cases,  but  all 
these  were  remedied  by  inlbrmal  action. 

The  swabbing  of  all  persons  employed  in  the  handling  of  food  within  the  district 
was  again  carried  out  during  the  year,  3 1 3  swabs  being  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Middlesbrough,  and  all  results  were  negative.

51  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  IS  licensed  premises  within  the  area  and  witi' 
the  co-operation  of  the  Brewery  Gompanies  concerned,  all  the  infringements  of  the 
various  regulations  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Fish  Frying 

I'here  are  7  fish  frying  premises  within  the  district  and  19  inspections  were  made 
during  the  year.  In  all  cases,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  was  good  and  the  premises  were 
well  maintained. 

Bakehouses 

23  inspections  were  carried  out  in  respect  of  the  5  bakehouses  within  the  district. 
6  minor  infringements  were  found  and  these  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  2  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  district  continued  to  operate  in  a  satisfactoiy 
manner  during  the  year.  The  total  throughput  of  animals  was  1 9dG7,  which  was  an  increase 
of  approximately  24. 79°^  over  the  previous  year. 

676  visits  were  made  by  your  Inspectors  during  the  year  in  order  to  maintain  100^,. 
inspection  of  all  meat  slaughtered,  and  a  rota  system  was  operated  to  cover  the  Bank  Holida> 
periods  and  other  times  when  slaughtering  was  carried  on  outside  normal  office  hours. 
It  was  not,  however,  necessary  to  control  the  times  of  slaughter,  in  accordance  with  the 
Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1966. 

As  a  result  of  these  inspections,  4  tons  15  cwis.  3  qrs.  of  meat  and  olfal  were  con¬ 
demned  as  being  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit  I’or  human  ci'iisumption  and  the  whole  ot 
this  meal  was  subject  to  xoiuntary  surrender.

1  here  are  now  onlv  2(')  houses  without 
water  carriage  sysient  ot  -•ewage  disposal.  tM  these,  II  houses  are  accessible  to  a  sewer, 
but  tl'.c  remaitiing  15  houses  have  no  sewer  available  at  the  iMesent  time.  In  all  cases, 
owners  are  eticouraged  to  carrv  out  the  necessary  cemversion,  either  by  connection  to  the 
public  sewer,  or,  where  such  a  sewer  is  not  awtilable,  by  the  use  of  septic  tanks  and  filter 
installatiims.  Owners  are  also  advised  ol'the  grants  a\  ailable  tow  ards  the  cost  ot'this  work. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  disposal  of  .sew  age  is  by  direct  discharge  to  the  sea  and  no  complaints  regarding 
U'uling  ol'the  beach.es  were  received  during  the  year. 

l  \>llowing  complaii  its  blockages  on  a  number  of  drains  near  the  outfall  to  the  sewer, 
approximaie!_\  400  yards  of  the  main  (Uitfall  sewer  were  cleared  by  mechanical  winching. 
This  work  was  carried  out  by  Descaling  Contractors  Limited  of  Sheliield,  and  resulted 
in  the  removal  of  approximately  2  tons  of  silt,  30  buildings  bricks  of  various  shapes  and 
sizes,  9  ft.  of  metal  rod  and  a  number  of  cane  drain  rods,  which,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained, 
were  not  the  property  of  the  Council.  The  point  of  entry  for  all  these  articles  is  not  known 
and  the  sew  er  has  operated  in  a  satisfactory  manner  since  these  works  were  carried  out. 

At  the  present  time,  the  existing  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are 
adequate  for  the  districts  which  they  serve,  but  in  order  to  clarify  the  position  regarding 
future  development  in  the  area,  Messrs.  S.  (dussons  &  Partners,  Consulting  Civil  & 
Structural  Engineers,  were  engaged  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  carry  out  a  full  investiga¬ 
tion  into  the  present  and  future  capacity  of  the  sew'er,  the  storm  water  overflow's,  and  a 
complete  physical  survey  of  the  pipes  and  their  conditions.  As  this  investigation  w'as  not 
commenced  until  Decentber,  1968,  the  report  on  this  survey  is  not  to  hand. 

Tlte  scheme  for  the  pro\'ision  of  a  sewer  to  Liverton  Village  is  in  abeyance  at  the  present 
time  until  the  development  jilan  for  the  Loftus  area  is  finalised.  This  is  to  ensure  that  the 
size  and  position  of  the  sewer,  when  constructed,  will  be  satisfactory  for  future  needs. 

Co-operation  between  local  contractors  engaged  on  drainage  w'ork  and  my  Department 
continues  to  be  \'ery  good.  All  new-  drainage  w'ork  continues  to  be  subject  to  the  water  test, 
but  during  any  period  of  w'ater  shortage,  a  smoke  test  is  substituted.  Advice  regarding 
drainage  layouts  and  the  use  of  septic  tanks  is  freely  given  to  all  contractors  engaged  on 
drainage  work. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  major  part  of  the 
year,  additional  transport  and  men  being  used  to  augment  the  regular  collection  team,  to 
compensate  for  time  lost  during  public  holidays.  However,  towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
due  to  industrial  action  by  the  refuse  collection  team,  the  w'eekly  collection  of  refuse  was 
not  maintained. 

The  Massey  Ferguson  244  Crawler  Shovel  is  employed  full-time  levelling  and  covering 
all  refuse  on  the  Deepdale  refuse  tip,  where  all  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping. 

Refuse  from  the  two  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  district  continues  to  be 
collected  by  a  contractor  and  consequently,  nuisance  which  could  be  caused  by  this  type 
oi  refuse  has  been  ren'ioved. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Aet,  1963 

In  accordance  with  the  abo\'e  mentioned  Act,  8  I  premises  are  now  registered  and  the 
initial  inspections  ol  all  these  premises  were  cc'mpleted  during  the  year.  A  total  of  1 1 5 
inspections  were  carried  out  tluring  the  year  and  18 1  cxintraventions  of  the  Act  were  noted 
by  your  Inspectors.  Ot  these.  1  16  were  remedied  by  informal  action  and  in  the  case  of  the 
remainder,  works  tvere  put  in  the  hands  of  contractors,  or,  in  the  case  of  the  Abstract  of 
the  Act,  orders  were  placed  with  local  stationers  for  copies  to  be  supplied.

Snow  Clearance 

The  rota  system  was  again  I'perateu  by  \  our  Inspectors  ihrouglnatt  the  v.  inter  months 
especially  at  weekends,  to  ensure  that  icy  conditions  on  all  r(^ads  received  prompt  attention. 
Drifting  snow  on  the  unclassilied  roads  leading  out  of  Loftus  again  created  many  problems 
and  dilhculties.  A  number  ol' weekends  were  spent  clearing  snow  drifts  from  these  roads. 

1  would  like  to  thank  the  P'e.recast  Officers  I'f  the  Meteorological  Office  at  Newcastle 
for  their  co-operation  in  providing  a  daily  forecast  of  weather  conditions,  which  greatly 
assisted  your  Inspectors  in  tliis  work. 

Clean  Air  Act 

During  the  year,  34  obseiwations  were  made  of  industrial  chimneys  in  the  area  and 
in  no  case  was  black  smoke  emitted. 

The  following  tables  shew  the  deposit  in  tons  per  square  mile  in  respect  of  the  deposit 
gauges  at  Skinningrot’e  and  Carlin  How  and  the  concentration  of  smoke  in  microgrammes 
ner  cubic  metre  in  respect  of  the  smoke  filter  at  Loftus. 

The  sites  for  these  3  gauges  were  specifically  chosen  in  order  that  the  highest  possible 
readings  could  be  obtained  and  consequently,  the  tables  should  be  considered  as  highest 
possible  readings  and  not  as  general  for  the  Urban  District.
